Higher Education in Agri 


culture. 


As a result of conferences which 
have taken place during tha last few 
weeks as between the’ Ontario Agri- 
cu‘tural College ahd the University of 
Toronto, there has been added to the 
curricula of these institutions xew 
graduate courses in scientific research 
as upplied to agricuiture. The senate 
of the university has authorized the 
establishment of a new degree, to be 
known as Master of the Science of 
Agriculture to cover the work pre- 
scribed. The candidates will be se. 
lected from graduates holding the B, 
S.A. degree of the Ontario Agricultur- 
al College or others having equivalent 
quaiifications. The time required to 
complete the prescribed work, which 
will include original ‘ scientific re- 
search, will be one year as a minimum. 
or more according to requirements 
otherwise. The most outstanding fea- 
ture of the pian will be the joint sup- 
ervision of the student's work by the- 
scientific departments of the College 
and of the University, and the work 
itself may be carried on either at 
Guelph or Toronto. This will over- 
come, to a large extent at least, the 
difficulty which has previously existed 
as regards co-operation between To- 
ronto and Guelph on account of the 
distance apart of the two institutions, 
and which has militated against a 
Proper co-ordination of the higher 
educatiofial facilities of the province. 

The new arrangement is in line with 
developments elsewhere, It has been 
found that scientific research aa ap- 
plied to agriculture is of tremeritous 
importance to increased productivity, 
better standardization and improve-, 
ment of export trade.

When he later regained con- 
sciousness and managed to stagger 
to the house of a neighbor, both 
hands were completely frozen. It 
Was necessary to ‘send the unfor- 
tunate man to Winnipeg for treat- 
ment, but the effect of his experi- 
ence was such that amputation of 
both hands followed. 

Under such circumstances and_ 
with such a severe handicap, the fu- . 
ture was not very bright for Mr. 
Corbett, but the clouds did lift and 
what followed brought the sunshine 
back to his life.

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As time goes on, progressive farm- 
ers are placing a higher valuation on 
the variety of sheap they raise and 
the care they: are given. It is gener- 
ally realized that a sheep raiser se- 
cures two crops per year—the lambs 
and the wool. All indications point 
to a well ‘sustained price for lamb 
and mutton due to the fact that con- 
sumption has at last overtaken pro- 
duction and prices being paid for 
wool, mutton and lambs are, even 
now, most invit'ng. 

Compared with other live stock. 
sheep raising provides a profitable 
ecurce of cash income. Early laimbe 
can be made ready for market by 
June and when the wool is harvested 
and sold in June-and July. this, rev- 
enue is received at a season when 
most needed by the average farmer 
There are many instances where farm 
flocks of sheep have kept farmers 
out of debt In one instance, 60 ewes 
produced 65 lambs which when mar- 
keted cveraged 66. pounds at 15c per 
popnd or a total of $648.37. The wool 
clipped from the 50 ewes averaged a
